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INFLUENCE OF COMMERCE ON INTERNATIONAL PEACE*

It requires no argument to demonstrate the potent influence of satis- 
factory commercial relations in maintaining a secure and enduring peace 
between nations, for it is one of those self-evident truths which logic teaches 
and history confirms. The basic principle of this great silent influence is 
mutuality of interest. The same restraining forces are at work to avert a 
rupture of friendly relations between two countries engaged in commerce 
with each other as operate to prevent a quarrel between a business man 
and his customers or a lawyer and his clients. 

Commerce is vitally dependent upon peace. So long as harmony pre- 
vails among the nations their commerce flourishes and develops normally 
from year to year; but upon the first rumors of war it begins to dwindle 
and to seek new channels where it will be least exposed to the many dangers 
of war. While it cannot be denied that the enlightened diplomacy of 
modern times has accomplished much good in behalf of commerce by mini- 
mizing the perils of war to which it is exposed, particularly by giving im- 
munity to neutral shipping, under the principle that ‘‘free ships make free 
goods,’’ the deplorable fact remains that war cannot possibly be anything 
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but highly injurious and disastrous to commerce. Even if the intelligently 
directed efforts of our statesmen and international lawyers to secure a 
larger measure of immunity for commerce in time of war by the exemption 
of innocent cargoes even when the property of an enemy’s citizens and 
under an enemy’s flag should be completely successful, commerce is not a 
sufficiently hardy plant to thrive in the atmosphere of war. It demands the 
benignant sunshine of peace for its normal development. 


Commerce as a Historic Pacifier 


History abounds in edifying and impressive illustrations of the simple 
proposition that commerce is a great factor in the maintenance of peace 
among the nations engaged therein; but, paradoxical as it may seem, his- 
tory is also replete with instances where commerce has been promoted by 
war under the predatory system of conquest and colonization which pre- 
vailed during so many centuries, and where the provocations of wars have 
been furnished by commerce itself. But this system of commerce is happily 
a thing of the past. So long as it prevailed mutual antagonisms among na- 
tions were aroused and each pursued a systematic policy of selfishness and 
exclusiveness. Spain and Portugal were notable examples in early times, 
and, a little later, France and England pursued a like policy. Colonies, 
acquired by discovery or conquest, were ruthlessly exploited for the selfish 
ends of the mother country, and the struggle for commercial supremacy 
among the principal powers was the cause of a series of bloody and ex- 
hausting wars. All these evils, however, lie at the door of the obsolete 
system of predatory commerce, to which, of course, I do not refer when I 
speak of the pacific influences of modern international commercial rela- 
tions. At the present we think only of the voluntary interchange of com- 
modities in a commerce which is mutually beneficial to the nations en- 
gaged. 

Development of Commercial Power 


Commerce has become the paramount power in the civilized world. For 
some years past the world has been undergoing visibly an economic transi- 
tion of far-reaching importance. Nations which were formerly dependent 
on agriculture have been concentrating their energies upon manufactures 
and commerce. In consequence, the great producing nations are devoting 
inereasing attention to the export trade and are seeking everywhere for 
wider and better markets for their products. The result of this significant 
movement is a marked increase of interdependence and a closer relationship 
between different nations. Ties are constantly being formed, the breaking 
of which would mean widespread disaster, and whenever such a rupture is 
threatened a world-wide protest arises from the conservative element in 
each country favoring the preservation of law and order and the security of 
life and property. 

The United States is a noteworthy example of a country which is drifting 
away from agriculture as the predominant national industry and is steadily 
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concentrating its energies in manufactures and foreign commerce, and thus 
the nation is constantly binding itself more intimately with other nations. 
In proportion as these solidarities are multiplied it becomes more difficult 
to break the ties existing among different countries, and consequently the 
proposition of war becomes more unpopular. 


Rests Upon Broad Principles of Reciprocity 


Commerce to-day rests on the broad and equitable principles of reci-- 
procity. In former times every nation was arrayed against every other 
nation, prepared to do it all the injury possible by prohibitions and re- 
strictions on trade, and, if necessary, to go to war to accomplish its ruin. 
This policy has been abandoned, although vestiges of the old idea that one 
commercial nation may gain by ruining another still prevail. It was Glad- 
stone who said that the ships that pass between one country and another 
are like the shuttle of the loom, weaving a web of concord among the na- 
tions. It is now widely recognized that the interest of any one nation ac- 
eords with the common interest of all. This indeed was the keynote of 
the late President McKinley’s farewell speech at Buffalo, wherein he re- 
minded the American people that a system which provides a mutual ex- 
change of commodities is manifestly essential to the continued and healthful 
growth of our export trade, and that we must not repose in fancied security 
that we can forever sell everything, and buy little or nothing; but that if. 
such a thing were possible, it would not be best for us or for those with 
whom we deal. Hence he recommended the policy of reciprocity as one 
which would promote good will and friendly trade relations between the 
United States and foreign countries. 

Someone has said that dependence on commerce is the greatest security 
for national independence. The significance of this somewhat enigmatic 
statement will appear when it is remembered that the economic mission of 
commerce is to correct the inequalities and deficiencies of soil, climate, na- 
tural products, and industrial development in the different countries of the 
world. A superabundant quantity of any product when kept at home pos- 
sesses little or no value, but when distributed throughout the world wher- 
ever needed through the medium of commerce, that product acquires a value 
from its capability of purchasing the dissimilar products of other countries. 
In this way the happiness of the human race is manifestly increased and the 
diversified products of various countries are economically and advantage- 
ously distributed, thus doing the greatest good to the greatest number. 


As an Agency of Civilization 


Commerce is one of the most important agencies of civilization. Chiefly 
by its means the barbarous peoples of the world have been brought under 
the influence of the civilized peoples. It gives wide and rapid circulation to 
the discoveries and inventions in the arts and sciences, and disseminates 
useful knowledge among all nations. In fact, modern commercial develop- 
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ment means the extension to the dark corners of the earth of the mode of 
living and material conveniences employed in the countries of Europe and 
America where civilization has reached its highest development. 

Commerée is not only a civilizer; it is a potent moral force. The econ- 
trolling force of the intricate mechanism of the world’s commerce is con- 
fidence in human nature. In modern practice commercial transactions rep- 
resenting a valuation of billions of dollars per annum are made on the 
strength of documents such as bills of lading, insurance policies, and bills of 
exchange. These documents are exchanged for money simply because of 
business confidence, or, in other words, faith in the business integrity of the 
firms involved in the transaction. By the extension of commerce interna- 
tional confidence is created, and thus the various nations of the world are 
bound together by faith in each other and their common interests. 


Character of Nation Composite Reflection 


Inasmuch as the character of a nation is but a composite reflection of the 
character of the individuals composing it, one might reasonably take it for 
granted that the same virtues or shortcomings which individuals of a par- 
ticular nation habitually display in their dealings with each other will be 
paralleled on a larger scale when that nation has dealings with another na- 
tion. Now, among individuals the rule is that evil associations have a de- 
moralizing influence, and so, in analogy to this experience among individ- 
uals, it might well be assumed that a nation whose business standards are 
high would suffer in its commercial relations with a nation whose standards 
are low, at least to the extent of acquiescing in the usages of the latter 
country. But here we find a curious psychological trait of commerce as 
a moral force. Abundance of experience proves that just as a nation’s com- 
merce always rises to the highest level of public morality prevailing among 
that nation, so does it, on its extension to foreign countries, rise to the 
highest level existing in either country. For example, there are two na- 
tions in the Far East, one of which has always enjoyed a most enviable rep- 
utation for commercial honor ‘and integrity, while the reputation of the 
other has been quite different. In recent years an extensive commerce has 
grown up between these two countries, and between each of them and the 
United States. Instead of the splendid code of business honesty of one of 
these Oriental nations being demoralized or compromised in any degree by 
trade intercourse with the people having the less punctilious ideas of busi- 
ness honor, it has exerted a manifestly beneficial influence on the standards 
of the latter nation. Thus it is that modern commerce has an uplifting in- 
fluence among its votaries in all quarters of the world, which is another 
strong reason why it is so effective in the preservation of peace. 

The closer and more numerous the ties between nations which are created 
by commerce, the greater will be the reluctance on the part of any nation 
to begin a war; hence the greater the security against war. I have seen it 
suggested that these very ties created by commerce make war easier, for 
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they afford just so many provocations for war. This is easy enough to al- 
lege and might seem plausible, especially to those whose minds are steeped 
in the history of the Mercantile system, colonial conquests, and the struggle 
for commercial supremacy of long ago; but the experience of modern times 
has been quite otherwise. As a matter of fact, these commercial ties make 
the damages created by war so much in excess of any gains possible by war 
as to intensify the love of peace and the horror of war. 

There are countless instances in history to illustrate the principle that 
commercial intimacy between two countries promotes and preserves peace- 
ful relations between them. One of the most impressive is the case of Eng- 
land and Portugal, united in bonds of amity and mutuality of trade in- 
terests for a century and a third by the famous Methuen Treaty of Reci- 
procity. Although Portugal presented an inviting market for English 
woollen manufactures, these goods had been forbidden admission into that 
country since about 1680, in the effort to protect and encourage the domestic 
industry. Similarly, England excluded Portuguese wines by prohibitory 
duties. The Methuen Treaty, which was signed at Lisbon on December 27, 
1703, by John Methuen, on the part of Great Britain, and the Marquis de 
Alegrete, on the part of Portugal, corrected this situation. Portugal agreed 
to admit British woollens at the favorable tariff rates which had prevailed 
prior to the prohibition, while England agreed to admit Portuguese wines at 
a reduction of one-third of the regular duties imposed on like wines im- 
ported from France. 


One Masterpiece in History 


This masterpiece of diplomacy was wonderfully enduring. It remained 
on the statute books of the two ecuntries unimpaired—excepting the brief 
period 1786-1793, when it was virtually nullified by the provisions of the 
Pitt Commercial Treaty of 1786 between England and France—for a period 
of no less than 132 years, being terminated in 1836 by denunciation on the 
part of Portugal. During most of this time the treaty was highly beneficial 
to both contracting parties. England’s trade with Portugal became the 
most flourishing that she possessed. Enormous quantities of woollen goods 
and other manufactured products were exported each year from England to 
Portugal and her colonies, particularly Brazil, and paid for partly in Por- 
tuguese wines and colonial products and the balance in bullion. The benefits 
that Portugal derived from the treaty were of two-fold character, political 
and commercial, of which the former were decidedly the more important. 
. The treaty practically made the two countries firm allies. On more than 
one occasion the little Power profited by the spirit of helpfulness manifested 
by the government and people of the great Power. When, for instanee, 
Spain attempted to subjugate Portugal, British troops came to the rescue, 
and when Lisbon was destroyed by earthquake it was the commercial alli- 
ance as much as humanity that impelled Englishmen to send generous econ- 
tributions to the distant sufferers of alien race. In fact, all through the ex- 
traordinarily long life of the treaty the mutual commerce was too valuable 
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to be sacrificed by the rupture of friendly relations, and so the great Me- 
thuen Treaty, although consisting of but a few lines, and those exclusively 
relating to mutual tariff treatment of merchandise, was virtually a treaty 
of friendship and alliance. 


Our Trade Relations with Great Britain 


The best illustration in our times of the principle above enunciated that 
intimate commercial relations are an effective guaranty of peace is fur- 
nished by our trade relations with Great Britain. Notwithstanding the cir- 
cumscribed area of the British Isles, no less than 40 per cent. of the total 
trade (imports and exports) between the United States and Europe is with 
the United Kingdom. According to our own statistics for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1908, the value of the total imports of merchandise from and 
exports to that country was $771,000,000, this representing 40 per cent. of 
our total trade with Europe and 25 per cent. of that with the entire world. 
Of this vast commercial movement our imports of merchandise from the 
United Kingdom were valued at $190,350,000, which was 31.3 per cent. of 
our total imports from Europe, or 16 per cent. of those from all countries, 
while our exports to the United Kingdom represented a valuation of $580,- 
660,000, or 45 per cent. of our total exports to Europe, or 31 per cent. of 
those to the world. So that statistics show that the United Kingdom takes 
nearly one-half of all that we sell to Europe and just about one-third of all 
that we sell to the world, thus making that country preeminently our best 
customer. 

What Our Trans-Atlantic Commerce Means 


The Atlantic Ocean is the scene of an endless procession of vessels car- 
rying this vast commerce for the mutual benefit of the nations engaged in 
the interchange of commodities, and hundreds of thousands of producers 
in either country are dependent for their livelihood and the support of 
their families upon the uninterrupted continuance of this flourishing com- 
merce. Here, in our trade relations with Great Britain, is strikingly ex- 
emplified the fact that the numerous ships which ply unceasingly between 
the two countries are engaged in the noble work of binding the nations to- 
gether in international friendship and concord, and each and every vessel 
that comes and goes loaded to the full with the national products of one 
country destined for the people of the other is an effective agent in the cause 
of peace, tieing, at each successive voyage, an additional knot in the bonds 
of mutual interest which unite the two nations. So close and friendly have 
these relations become that the idea of possible war with England is now 
as repugnant to the American people as is the idea of another civil war. If 
it were possible for the circumstances of the Venezuelan Affair of 1895 to 
recur to disturb the diplomatic relations between the two countries, it is cer- 
tain that the episode would be settled dispassionately between the two gov- 
ernments, without the use of any ‘‘shirt-sleeve’’ despatches or bomb-shell 
messages to Congress, for the very suggestion of war between these two 
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branches of the Anglo-Saxon race has come to be regarded among all law- 
abiding and thoughtful citizens as insane or almost criminal. Commerce has 
contributed more than any other agency of civilization to bring about this 
national attitude toward war in the respective countries. 


Believe Recurrence of Venezuelan Affair Impossible 


This being the state of feeling in the two countries, it is evident that that 
same Venezuelan Boundary Dispute, which, fourteen years ago, strained 
almost to the breaking point the peaceful relations between the two nations, 
could not possibly have a like effect at the present time. In 1895 our for- 
eign trade, although extensive, had not become so essential a constituent 
of the national prosperity as it is today. Our statesmen in control of the 
Government, as well as our economists, now recognize the serious interde- 
pendence of all civilized nations on each other, but most of all of the prin- 
cipal commercial countries. Industrial depression, financial disturbance, 
and popular distress in England, or Germany, or France are sure to be re- 
flected, sooner or later, in the United States, and vice versa, all these na- 
tions being like a row of bricks that lean one against the other and stand 
or fall together. These simple economic truths show how desirable and 
necessary it is that the spirit of mutual conciliation should prevail in inter- 
national relations. Thus does Commerce point the way, pave the way, and 
guard the way that leads to a secure and lasting Peace among the Nations.

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INDIVIDUALISM IN BANKING

A correct estimate of the seat of power in the banking system of the 
United States is necessary to a proper reform or perfecting of that system. 
Where is this seat of power? 

Undoubtedly it lies in ecommerce. Without this the bank would draw 
but a sluggard’s life. The trade of a nation is the index to its banking 
power. Races and soils immediately affect deposits and loans. One need 
hardly more than mention this, it is so fundamental. The bank springs 
into being when and where it is wanted. It is a servant of business. When 
a community becomes sufficiently well-to-do to engage even to a small ex- 
tent in the commerce of the country, it needs and usually gets a bank. 


Bank and Trade Go Hand in Hand 


True, in some instances, the bank does go ahead of the trader. It goes 
into the sparsely settled district and grows with the growth of the country. 
But when it goes in advance of the culture and civilization of the older 
portions of the country it goes as a small bank. And for this very reason 
it becomes one of the objects of a great public regard. It is the small bank, 
what is known as the country bank, as contrasted to the bank in the me- 
tropolis, that is the chief concern of the body politic. It is closer to the 
people. It is made up of the rank and file. Its stocks are owned by and its 
management rests in the citizens of the town or village. It is the unit of 
the whole system. And it is so because it is their first and immediate help. 
The country bank, free and independent, is the center and seat of banking 
power in the United States. It is local. It feeds the city bank with its 
accumulated deposits, and makes possible the use of the great city bank in 
the economy of the whole people. But the seat of power of this bank is 
in the commerce of the country! 


How the Bank Expands Credit 


These local deposits are transformed into loans, and the loans again be- 
come deposits. The bank grows by and with the industry of the people 
adjacent thereto. It gets its life from them. And all of its credit power 
in the end must emanate from the credit power: of the people according to 
their industry, energy,*opportunity. A hardy people, a frugal race, on poor 
soil will still grow in wealth. But a hardy and frugal people on rich soil 
will have abundance, and trade with the world. 2 

Let us go a little farther back. The city bank is fed by the deposits of 
the country bank. But the city trade itself, which is the main factor 
in the city’s bank condition, is fed by the smaller communities adjacent 
and tributary thereto. So that this local or sectional trade, this com- 
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munity capacity, this power of an associated body of people living and 
toiling together in one given division of territory, being a unit, and being 
the stay of the local bank, finding as it were expression in the local 
bank, and at the same time is making that vast trade which is congested 
in the vast city and supports and stays the city bank. If then the great 
city bank have reserve it is made up of the direct deposits of the country 
banks and the deposits of a community which gets all its power from 
those who are nearer to production and who either in the mines or upon 
the surface of the earth first produce the wealth of the world. 


Part Played By the Country Banker 


The country bank then is an integer absorbing and radiating the power 
that lies in the people, and the city bank either directly or indirectly gains 
its all from the country bank and the country community if we may so ex- 
press the fact. The great center of population once in existence is a con- 
sumer. It may be a producer in certain lines. It is. But what it produces 
it sends away. It could not live within itself. It cannot feed itself out of 
the bounties of nature. And its whole commerce and life lies in the pro- 
duction of the country that is linked to it by railways and was formerly 
linked to it by waterways. So that as commerce gives power, the seat of 
all this power lies, in the last analysis, in the thrift, the energy, and the 
natural advantages of the people who surround and maintain and use the 
country bank. An in so far as the country bank is able'to delegate power 
it does so purely through the power of its own people. 


Bank Should Be Left Free to Help 


This is a great and an important fact in the consideration of the perfect- 
ing of our banking system. For as commerce intersects in a thousand ways 
so these banks in their operation are allied and associated and formed into 
asystem. Yet each is and must be free in order that it may grow, and in 
growing be the immediate servant of the people, and in being this may ab- 
sorb and radiate the power of its vicinage. The original integer of the 
banking power of the country must be free in order that it serve the people 
who make and use it. And in order to be free, it must be free to exercise all 
its functions at the time when they are most needed by the commerce of 
the country. It is but-a truth to say at this point that the issue of credit, 
in whatever form it may take, is the chief and most important function of 
this original banking integer which we have denominated the country bank. 
To do this it must not be a dependent of any other power than its own save 
as it is a part of and a link in the chain of banks which constitute the sys- 
tem of our country. This is to further say that every bank is entitled to 
sueceed in proportion to its capacity for service and according to the 
demands of that immediate commerce and community which brought it 


into existence. This is the great and important fact in our method of 
banking. 
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In practical operation there is a rapid ascent from the small country 
bank through the larger and larger country and intermediate city bank 
until we come to the great bank at the metropolis. And in time, as to a 
great extent now, the line of this ascent will mark the line or trend of trade 
and also of credit issue and power. For in return for all it extends to the 
city bank, directly and indirectly, the country bank derives a certain 
amount of credit power. This is the product of this association. It serves 
to weld the banks of the country into one great whole. It will be observed 
at this point that though the smaller borrowing bank will usually follow 
the line of trade, it is compelled to follow no given direction and the diver- 
sity of the demands of commerce on the credit power of the banks in so 
great system makes it more and more possible that the country borrowing 
bank shall seek such aid as seems most available. And herein lies one of 
the elements, one of the strongest elements of power and strength in the 
whole system. This credit issue, be it remembered, being the chief function 
of the bank deriving its power from the deposits of its own vicinage first, 
and second from the unused power of banks in other sections where for the 
time there is less demand for credit issue, is not tributary to any delegated 
power nor is it confined to any one section of the country, and in this lies 
the sustaining power which is inherent in a free banking system. So that 
when trade becomes more evenly divided by and between the different sec- 
tions the idle credit of one will be able to supply the active credit of another. 
And where the lines of this trade cross and the lines of this credit cross 
would be the natural clearing house for the whole country. This will be at 


the center of trade and for the present must be undetermined to a great 
extent. 


Currency Power Should Not be Curtailed 


Compared to the free and full functioning of this original credit by 
every bank according to its needs the issue of an emergency currency must 
be held to be of little moment. But if it is true that credit is thus made up, 
then it follows that the issue of an emergency currency is the natural right 
of every solvent bank in the system, and must not be curtailed. 

Rediscounting being a right of the bank because of its peculiar organi- 
zation and business ought not to be confined to any one part of the country 
and will not be in the near years to come. A small bank will borrow east, 
south, north or west as may best serve its purpose. And there should be 
no restriction put in its way. And as the right of issue is founded in the 
same reason an emergency currency ought not to be the privilege of any 
superior bank, but ought to inhere as a right in the bank that needs the 
currency. 


Governmental Function Supervisory 


The part that government takes, let it be stated at this point, is merely 
ministerial and supervisory. We have heard so much of espionage because 
of charter rights granted that some have come to believe that this is the 
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mainspring of all power. It is not. It ought not tobe. If the bank must 
resort here for its power then it is subject and not sovereign. If it is sub- 
ject then trade to the extent of its power through the bank is subject. And 
it matters not that one of the two forms of banks in this country are allowed 
to issue and the other is not. Each has the same natural right of issue, and 
when the system is properly perfected will have the same right of issue 
according to its own deserts and the demands of the commerce which it 
serves. If this be not so the time will come when we will witness a diver- 
gence and rapid-growing opposition between the state and national banks 
which now do business side by side in perfect harmony. 

We have spoken of a convergence of the lines of credit, a clearing house 
for the credit issues of all these thousands of banks. If there is a provision 
for its proper crystallization into an institution for the service of all then 
the government ought to have no power therein, but act as it does now in 
a purely ministerial and supervisory capacity. This is the result of natural 
law in the banking world. 


Bank Should Have Greatest Leeway 


No alien governmental edict and power should come in through this 
institution to say what and how this institution shall do, and thereby what 
the privileges of an independent bank shall be. Nor should the govern- 
ment own or operate any part of this institution, if one is indeed to be 
created. At the present time it is a questionable thing whether the natural 
law has developed the need for one sole institution or whether several 
would not the better supply the demand of the credit-using world and thus 
better give to each individual bank its full quota of power. But be this 
as it may, and let the work of this institution be what it may, it is certain 
that it should serve all and each of the banks alike. If it is granted powers 
arbitrarily by governmental interference which it would not naturally 
possess (and this tyranny is applied to the smaller bank to its detriment), 
then it is not the servant but the master, and in so far is contrary to our 
wants and needs as a people. Any other construction is government inter- 
ference and espionage. Any other idea embodied in this institution will 
make it oppressive in some ways despite its intent to benefit all. For this 
institution shall not have any power except that which is delegated to it 
by the thousands of banks in their harmonious helpfulness and service to 
the commerce of the country. It it have the right of issue it will be because 
that right is conferred on it by the powers of other banks. 


Becomes National Clearing House 


If it become a national clearing house it must be situated where the 
demands of the trade of the nation and of the world place it. And in all 
that it does, and in the manner of doing it, it must derive its power not from 
the government but from the demands of the other banks and their natural 
consent to do business with it. We come again to the proposition of the 
beginning of this article that power is inherent in the first and natural in- 
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teger: the country bank and the country trade; and that it proceeds from 
within outward as far as the small bank is concerned, and therefore has 
nothing to do with the consent of a higher institution which derives all its 
power from government and not from commerce. 


Some of the Possibilities of the Future 


If, on the other hand, there is to be a great institution, clothed by gov- 
ernment arbitrarily with credit making powers, that shall yield according 
to law and the will of its officers its benefits to the banks of the country, 
the government will thereby obtain a power over the banking of the United 
States which it does not now hold. In the branch banking systems of mo- 
narchial countries, and in the close alliance between the government and the 
finance of the nation, this is the natural order, but in a free country, in a 
republic where all power is by the consent of the governed, this is opposed 
to the genius of our institutions and is a direct interference with the free- 
dom of domestic trade. For if the credit power of the people can only be 
exercised through the permission of the government, through some such 
institution called a Central Bank, then it is possible that favoritism may be 
show and sectionalism once again rear its ugly form in our midst. That 
the institution will in fact, as a matter of geography, be central when it is 
rightly provided for must seem true looking at the great alluvial valley 
which is the chief source of the original wealth of the land. Only that 
which will best serve all will be the right kind of an organism. And in the 
perfection of our system it is true that the emergency currency must be 
provided for. But this as we have said is a small matter beside the weightier 
one of curtailing, if by this means it shall be done, the natural credit-power 
of each individual bank of the country. 

If as we have endeavored to show the country bank is the original seat 
of power, then this new institution is for the sole purpose of making that 
power available in time of need. And the government has no part in it 
but to act as the servant of all the people. And the construction of this in- 
termediate helper and servant of all the banks must be left to the genius 
of the bankers of the country and the developments of the trade of the 
future. Otherwise we are in danger of destroying the free banking system 
of this country and of setting up an arbitrarily created and maintained 


power that may serve in time of panic to aid the strong and oppress the 
weak.

SOME ADVANTAGES OF A CENTRAL BANK 


A. Barton Hepburn, President of Chase National of New York, Writes of Our 
Currency Needs, Declaring Present System Never Appeared 


Worse Than Now— Elasticity Necessary 


In an article contributed to the October Century A. Barton Hepburn, 
head of the Chase National Bank and ex-Comptroller of the Currency, comes 
to the support of those who are advocating a central bank and an asset cur- 
rency. After explaining our present currency system and its generally ac- 
knowledged defects Mr. Hepburn takes up the different systems abroad. 

The Canadian bank system Mr. Hepburn regards as admirable, and in its 
elasticity and workings says that it approximates results which would be at- 
tained by means of a central bank. The Canadian banks are allowed te is- 
sue notes to an amount equivalent to their paid up capital, are required to 
redeem them in every capital and to insure their parity. The German sys- 
tem enabling commercial paper to be resolved into currency in the dis- 
eretion of the bank managers also receives a good deal of attention. Mr. 
Hepburn says: 

**It is the general experience of banks that the best and most available 
asset, especially in time of financial stringency, is the maturing note of a 
solvent maker, a note the payment of which must be looked after in order 
to protect his credit and preserve his financial life. This is the basis of com- 
mercial banking; a bank’s future engagements are based upon its maturing 
receivables, which it knows will be paid, for the payment of which thou- 
sands upon thousands—the notemakers—are planning and working. 

‘*Such liquid assets of a well managed bank are the best possible se- 
curity. Bonds may insure eventual payment, but in a financial crisis they 
are worth only the sacrifice price which they will bring at forced sale. To 
insist upon bonds as security for circulation is to discriminate against the 
eredit of every merchant, manufacturer, farmer, mechanic—in fact every 
one who utilizes his credit in the conduct of his business.’’ 


Benefits Derived from German System 


Mr. Hepburn points out that the German law aids commerce and asks 
What does our law aid? 

‘“When a German bank note,’’ he adds: ‘‘in the course of business 
comes into the possession of the bank, it is thereby redeemed, and may be 
laid away in the bank’s vaults awaiting future demand. In the United 
States the note is forced into circulation to help bear the burden of carrying 
the bonds.’’ 

Mr. Hepburn points out that elastic currency means ability to contract 
as well as to expand. Our present system, as Mr. Hepburn views it. is not 
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working well despite the popular impression to that effect, just because of 
its failure to contract. 


An Elastic Currency Needed 


An elastic currency, he says, would have contracted enormously in the 
stagnation following the panic and among o*her things would have thus pre- 
vented the unwise speculation found in low interest rates. 

‘*Never,’’ says Mr. Hepburn, ‘‘did our currency system appear to worse 
advantage than now.’’ 

What is needed, Mr. Hepburn says, to prevent suffering and loss at times 
of financial stringency are laws which will enable banks possessing good 
liquid assets to obtain currency. He adds: 

“T think there is no disposition to interfere with the law authorizing all 
national banks to issue circulation secured by Government bonds. The 
banks have purchased these bonds at a price far in excess of their invest- 
ment value, because of the circulation privilege, and have rights which 
should be acknowledged and fairly dealt with; but it is evident, I think, that 
our commercial interests cannot be properly safeguarded until the power 
exists somewhere to issue notes against natural and normal banking assets 
—credit or asset currency, if you please. 

“It will be readily conceded that such function can be exercised to better 
advantage by a central bank than by several thousand individual! banks. 
The primary purpose in allowing banks to issue notes is not to enable them 
to make money but to serve the public. 


The Aldrich-Vreeland Law Is Too Crude 

The Aldrich-Vreeland law, Mr. Hepburn holds, seeks to provide ‘‘in a 
erude and practical manner the advantages which a central bank would pos- 
sess.’” In the Treasury Department, Mr. Hepburn says, we already have 
the greatest central bank of deposit and issue in the world, and he adds that 
he does not sympathize with the assumption that the people will not ap- 
prove a central bank. He says: 

‘*A Government bank from the fact of its paternity would possess great 
moral influence and supplemented with material power would exercise a 
most wholesome effect in bringing about uniformity and preventing abnor- 
mal fluctuations in the rate of interest; it should act as fiscal agent of the 
Government and would certainly keep in the channels of commerce funds 
which are now arbitrarily withdrawn whenever the Government’s revenues 
exceed its disbursements; it would prevent the embarrassment and injury 
to business which result from the absorption of these funds by our sub- 
treasury system, even during a crisis, and the subsequent deposit of the 
same in the banks in lump sums in an effort to offset the injury. 

No Baled Hay As Currency Basis 

‘‘Kansas and Texas claim that the Government ought to loan its money 
to them upon baled hay and baled cotton as well as to metropolitan banks 
upon bonds. There is some difference as to convenience in handling the re- 
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spective collateral, but in principle the contention is perfectly just, and by 
means of a central bank such claim can be easily recognized. Let the locai 
bank make loans upon paper secured by hay and cotton, indorse the same 
and present to the central bank for discount and the fact is accomplished. 
By means of a central bank the Government may be brought as close to the 
farmer as to the bond dealer.’’ 

If we are not to have a central bank on Mr. Hepburn’s opinion then the 
present reserve law should be amended so as to require the reserve, what- 
ever amount may be determined upon, to be kept in the form of cash on bond 
instead of permitting one half to be loaned to other banks. 


GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF CAPITAL 


By H. D. BRAFORD 


( In the London Financial Review of Reviews, on the Science of Investment and Selection 
of Foreign Securities) - 


The geographical distribution of capital ‘will reduce speculation to a 
minimum, conduce to the comity of nations, and mitigate the intensity of 
commercial crises. First, speculation is almost an unmixed evil. It cannot 
be eliminated altogether. From certain undertakings it seems, in great 
measure, inseparable. The risks of mining, for instance, are largely in- 
calculable and cannot’ well be insured against. Indeed, hazard seems in 
some degree incident to all industrial enterprises. While this is so, we are 
sensible of the urgency of substituting certainty for chance wherever pos- 
sible Progress lies along this line. Disturbances of the normal action of 
the dustrial organism are constantly arising through failure of forecast. 
If results were, under all conditions, calculable the world would be saved 
much anxiety and disaster. 


Exact Science, Not Speculation 


By geographically distributing capital, investment becomes an exact 
science, not a matter of speculation. The grounds of this conclusion are un- 
mistakable. The stocks of any one country are subject to the influences of 
the political and economic conditions of that country. No matter what the 
intrinsic merit of a parficular stock, if war supervenes or depression attacks 
general trade, the value of that stock will fall. War involves the borrow- 
ing of huge sums of money by the issuing of fresh stock. This increase 
of the supply on the market depresses the value of existing stocks. All 
securities feel the depression, by reason that there are more securities seek- 
ing money and no more money seeking securities. 

The only way in which the investor can protect himself against loss aris- 
ing from these fluctuations in the price of all stock, subject to the same po- 
litical and trade infiuences, is by distributing his investments over different 
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countries with independent political and commercial conditions. It is found 
as a matter of experience that while all countries suffer more or less from 
alterations of expanding and contracting trade, these do not occur contem- 
poraneously in all countries. Depression in one part of the world, is gen- 
erally set off by prosperity in anctber. The consequence is that while in 
one country the value of stock is falling, it is rising in another. Lowenfeld’s 
charts show that during the decennial period, 1896 to 1906, when all repre- 
sentative British securities declined in value, the same kind of securities rose 
in value in the United States, Canada, Germany and Japan, and fell in 
Switzerland and France. A judicious international distribution of the in- 
vestor’s capital would have protected him against the loss, which could 


not have been averted by an investment in British securities exclusively, 
no matter how carefully selected. 


Means For the Promotion of Peace 


Geographical distribution of capital will conduce to the comity of na- 
tions. But such a distribution will have a collateral, and in many respects 
more important, influence in promoting the peace of the world. It is diffi- 
cult to estimate the weight of the burden of war and the preparation of war 
upon nations. The labor and capital devoted to the building of Dread. 
noughts, the manufacture of munitions of war and the maintenance of navies 
and armies, passes all computation. And the result is a waste product, so 
far as the world generally is concerned. It is a subtraction from the earth’s 
wealth available to satisfy the wants of men. The best security for peace 
we are told, is readiness for war. But what a price we pay! The mere 
maintenance of huge fighting forces exacts heavy and continuous toll upon 
the products of labor, and the actual event of war is always an industrial 
and commercial calamity. 


As Affecting Commercial Crises 


The geographical distribution of capital will also mitigate the intensity 
of commercial crises. But it would have a direct influence in averting or 
minimizing crises. In the later stages of a serious depression in any coun- 
try, people have little money available for investment. It is a time when 
credit is contracted, and creditors demand the liquidation of obligations. 
Hence, few are wanting to buy stock, and many are wanting to sell it for 
ready money. With many seeking to realize and few seeking to invest, the 
value of stock must needs fall. But the fall is due simply to the temporary 
stringency of money following the contraction of credit. The intrinsic 
merit of the stock may remain the same, and its income yield may, indeed, 
increase concurrently with the fall in capital value. 


Acts as a Powerful Corrective 


An investor, impressed with the advantages of the geographical distribu- 
tion of capital, would seek to purchase those foreign securities, whose value 
was depressed by temporary political and commercial conditions. So, en- 
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lightened self-interest would lead the holders of féreign securities, whose 
value was abnormally high from temporary conditions, to sell them. Thus 
money would be steadily flowing into the country suffering for the time 
being from contracted credit or depression, and would be as steadily flow- 
ing out of the country where values were temporarily inflated. Once cap- 
ital can be made to move in obedience in the price of stock as trade moves 
in obedience to the price of commodities, a powerful corrective will be 
at work to arrest, in any particular country, inflation of values on the one 
hand and depoenion on the other. 


WHAT RECEIVERSHIP STATISTICS SHOW 


Receivership statistics for 1908 reveal some interesting facts. During 
1908 there were twenty-four railroads, operating 8,009 miles of line, which 
found their way into the hands of receivers. The funded debt of these roads 
was $271,009,600, while the capital stock outstanding amounts to $325,350,- 
000, a total of $596,359,000 securities. 

The year 1893, when receiverships totaled 74 roads, with 29,340 miles, and 
$1,781,000,000 capital; the year 1885, with forty-four roads, 8,836 miles and 
$385,640,000 capital, and the year 1884, with thirty-seven roads, 11,038 miles 
and $714,755,000 capital, stand as the most disastrous in the history of rail- 
roads in this country. These three years all exceed 1908 from the standpoint 
of the percentage of mileage involved to the total amount in operation as 
well as in amounts, and 1,893 will probably have no paralled for many years 
to come. 

Market conditions we the general business situation is conceded to have 
been worse during the last depression than in 1893, but the railroads were 
hardly upon as firm a basis as at the present time, and with the loss in gross 
extending from 1892 through 1895, which was much greater in proportion 
than the percentage of loss during the last eighteen months, partly explains 
the apparent anomaly. 

The following table gives the receivership during 1908 and the pertinent 
statistics of the twenty-four railroads:

The year 1896 stands as the high water mark in the foreclosures of Amer- 
iean railroads, since which time the number of roads, the mileage, and stocks 
and bonds involved have decreased remarkably, which would seem to indicate 
the successful termination of receivership management without resorting to 
the sale of the property. 





EXCHANGE OF CREDIT INFORMATION BETWEEN BANKS 


An address in favor of the registration of commercial paper purchased or 
discounted by the banks, in order to permit the interchange of information on 
the subject, was made at the meeting of the New Jersey State Bankers’ 
Association at Atlantie City, recently, by Charles A. Conant, the well-known 
banker and author of ‘‘A History of Modern Banks of Issue.’’ Mr. Conant 
said: 

‘‘What banker is there here present who, when he buys a piece of com- 
mercial paper, would not like to know how much additional paper the maker 
of it has afloat? Has not the experience of the very recent past, in connection 
with some great houses supposed to be unassailable in their solvency and 
integrity, indicated that some such safeguard is required to prevent the abuse 
of American banking facilities? 

‘‘Many of our existing means of ascertaining credits are more or less 
expert guess work. Reports are obtained from commercial agencies and 
other sources, showing the general reputation and resources of borrowers, but 
they rarely show the whole of the balance shéet of the borrower or even 
enough of it to disclose to a certainty the extent of his commitments. 

‘* What I have to lay before you in regard to banking credits is the applica- 
tion to them of methods which have been found pre-eminently successful in 
dealing with mercantile credits. The details must necessarily differ some- 
what, but the principle is the same. The proposition is, that each bank mak- 
ing loans to houses which have more than a strictly local credit and buying 
their commercial paper, shall report such loans promptly and regularly to a 
central agency. At that agency will necessarily be registered a photograph of 
the banking liability of these houses. Proofs from this photograph can be 
furnished at an instants notice to any bank to which such a house makes 
application for a loan or to which its commercial paper comes for purchase or 
discount. The information given, however, need give only the borrow’s side. 
It need not name the banks at which he has other loans, but only the amount 
and the maturities of such loans. 

‘‘The work imposed upon banks in furnishing the required information to 
the central bureau would not be excessive. It would only be necessary to 
forward a sheet each day of loans and purchases of paper. It would not be 
necessary to include in such a list stock exchange loans or other loans fully 
protected by the deposit of securities. On receipt of these sheets each day at 
the central agency, this information would be distributed to the cards giving 
the credit record of each house important enough to figure in the affairs of the 
agency. The record would thus be always up-to-date and ready to be tran- 
scribed and transmitted to any subscriber desiring the information. 

‘*The necessity for action, has already commanded so seriously the atten- 
tion of the banking community, that a special committee on the subject was 
appointed at the last annual convention of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion.”’ 
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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


That the after-the-panic period of easy 
money is over is now accepted in all quar- 
ters. With the beginning of October both 
call and time rates firmed up and now there 
is a pretty general belief among bankers 
that rates will be still firmer before the 
end of another month and that they will 
hold firm until the turn of the year at least. 

Three important conditions are 
tributing to weaken the stock market posi- 


con- 


tion. They are the growing firmness of 
money both here and abroad, the un- 


friendly attitude of the European banking 
institutions which have increased their 
rate of discount sharply to check New 
York’s borrowings abroad and the transfer 
of stocks from strong to weak hands. In 
a brief time, however, the money which has 
been withdrawn from New York will begin 
to be released from the crops. Already some 
of this money has perfomed its work and is 
free again from crop requirements but the 
demands of the commercial world have been 
sufficient to prevent its swelling the sur- 
plus in the New York banks and thus con- 
much toward the 


tributing speculative 


markets. 
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It may be well to turn back and review 
the changes that the money market has un- 
dergone within a fortnight. Call loans were 
obtainable in New York around 2 per cent, 
the Bank of Germany’s official rate was 
3% per cent, the Bank of England’s charge 
was 2% per cent and private discounts at 
all foreign centers were remarkably low, 
whereas Berlin has now a 5 per cent rate 
and faces the probability of another ad- 
vance this month; the London bank has 
named 5 per cent; and in New York call 
rates have risen to 6 per cent, short ma- 
turities are not obtainable under 4%4 per 
cent and bank reserves are lower today 
than they were at this time even in 1907. 

Gold is wanted by every country except- 
ing ours, and each financial center is acting 
on the defensive, so that although foreign 
exchange rates here are far from the gold 
import level, it is by no means certain 
that we will not be put in a position where 
we will be forced to resist any raid upon 
our supply. No very important new 
financing is being attempted here on ac- 
count of the greater demand for money and 
the continued lack of investment demand. 
Moreover, it is now harder to have mer- 
cantile paper discounted under 5 per cent, 
no matter how attractive the names may 
be. Owing to the extended condition of our 
banks and the abnormal speculation on the 
stock exchange, the monetary outlook is 
not cloudless. However, money will soon 
begin to return from the crops, and this 
may prevent a pinch, although 6 per cent 
may be reached in Chicago before the middle 
of November. 


* * * 


Our bond market has not shown any im- 
provement to speak of. The signs of re- 
vival that were detected toward the close 
of September have disappeared since the 
money market showed its teeth, and under- 
writers are in a quandary concerning pro- 
spective issues. For the present most of the 
new offerings of securities will take the 
form of stocks and there may even be 
resort again taken to short-term notes. 
The public’s interest in speculation is not 
pronounced, but the new issues of stocks 
are of a character to insure their speedy 
absorption by stockholders, since valuable 
“rights” will be offered. 
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In our foreign trade there is not much 
gratification to be found in the fact of an 
increase from $76,087,198 in September of 
1908 to $80,639,450 last month in the value 
of domestic breadstuffs, meat, dairy prod- 
ucts, food animals, cotton and mineral oils 
when we come to inquire into what makes 
up this total. The increase is only $4,552,- 
252, while that in cotton alone is from 
$32,485,795 to $46,168,510, or $13,682,715, 
indicating a decrease of more than $9,000,- 
000 in the other items. The increase in the 
value of cotton exported is due mainly to 
the higher price, which is not altogether a 
blessing. The increase in quantity was only 
from 663,291 to 699,668 bales, and in 
view of the smaller crop no such gain is 
likely to appear later. The movement has 
been early on account of the advancing 
price. New York which is the first to 
respond usually is reflecting some improve- 
ment. 

There was a gain in corn in both quantity 
and value from 489,485 bu. valued at 
$403,199, to 974,993 bu. valued at $697,367, 
which indicates a considerable lower price 
than last year; and there was a small in- 
crease in the value of mineral oil, from 
$9,456,320 to $9,609,146; which was propor- 
tionately less than the increase in quantity, 
136,000,530 to 149,569.351 gallons. 
This plainly indicates a rather heavy fall- 
ing off in wheat and flour and in meat and 
dairy products and food animals. There 
was an increase in flour from $5,192,527 to 
$6,080,621, but the value of wheat exported 
fell from $13,365,200 in September last year 
to $6,722,219 last month.

little sign of recovery in our export trade 
in September. For nine months of the cal- 
endar year there was a decrease in value of 
this class of exports from $601,130,805 last 
year to $512,582,138 this year, though last 
year had a poor record except for the first 
two months. This loss is distributed over 
all items except corn, which showed a slight 
increase. The drop in wheat was from 
$66,759,683 to $28,375,851, and in fiour from 
$43,898,682 to $32,248,137. 


* * * 
In the industrial world there is danger 


of “overdoing.” Our steel trade is exceed- 
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ingly active and prosperous, all records of 
production being far surpassed, and it is 
generally agreed that the country will wit- 
ness a tremendous demand for steel at 
good prices for some months to come. This 
is due to the fact that the nation’s increase 
in population, activity and purchasing 
power ‘compels large extensions in railroad - 
and industrial plants. Our railroads, it will 
be remembered, deferred many improve- 
ments during the period of economy which 
followed the panic, and many new enter- 
prises of an industrial character were also 
postponed. Just now there is an almost 
too violent rebound; constructive work is 
very active in all parts of the United States, 
and the result is a call for large quantities 
of iron and steel in various forms. The 
widening use of steel as a constructive ma- 
terial is also a factor of much importance 
in this respect. 

But outside of the steel industry it is 
difficult to find any cause for immoderate 
enthusiasm, business as a whole not yet 
having reached the volume of 1906. Our 
farmers, as a class, are enjoying great pros- 
perity, it is true, because of the very prof- 
itable prices realized upon all agricultural 
products. Yet their prosperity is of the 
kind that is not universally desired, be- 
cause it is unevenly distributed and is 
mainly at the expense of other classes of 
society.

A foreign consideration of more immedi- 
ate concern is the growing probability of a 
general election in England—whether the 
House of Lords turns down the 


govern- 
ment’s finance bill or not. 


This is always 
an interruption to business, and, indeed, 
the expense of a British general election is 
ordinarily estimated there at about $5,000,- 
000, when all the various interruptions to 
business are taken into account. There isa 
good deal of uncertainty as to what the 
result would be, but on the plain issue of 
the House of Lords against the Commons, 
the present government would almost cer- 
tainly return to power with an increased 
majority, of an even more radical temper 
than the present one. If, however, the elec- 
tion is fought upon the issue of free trade 
against what is called “tariff reform,” 
which is only another name for protection, 
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the result might conceivably be different, 

and would be one in which we should have 

a very vital interest. In Spain the ministry 

has resigned and political affairs there are 

disturbing financial Europe to some extent,

Insurance of bank deposits is just now 
undergoing a test which, while moderate 
to what it will have to undergo in the 
course of time, is furnishing an obiect les- 
son to its advocates that clearly exposes its 
demerits. An Oklahoma bank, organized 
within a year, failed and the insurance fund 
that was provided for the protection and 
reimbursement of its depositors, is being 
drawn upon to meet the requirements of 
such depositors. They are promptly receiv- 
ing their money on demand; therefore they, 
at least, cannot complain. But the guar- 
antee fund requires replenishment as the 
withdrawals therefrom progress, and the 
banks which are under obligation to effect 
such replenishments are already raising 
serious objections to making good the de- 
ficiencies caused by the bad banking of 
others. It would seem, therefore, that de- 
positors who have placed their money in 
banks, which have deposits guaranteed, 
must depend not upon somthing substan- 
tial, such as honesty and efficiency of ad- 
ministration and the possession of assets, 
but upon a fund that is liable to be ex- 
hausted, as the result of the first hysterica) 
spasm, that the fund cannot be regarded as 
certain of prompt replenishment. This 
feeling of apprehension would doubtless be 
quite natural among depositors; a like feel- 
ing might also be expected to be manifested 
by managers of banks, such as the one that 
is now experiencing embarrassment. Those 
institutions which failed first would secure 
the greater part of the other people’s money 
for remedying their errors of judgment; 
thus the guarantee of deposits seems to ap- 
pear in its true light as a premium upon 
bad banking as, indeed, has been claimed 
since the proposition was first placed before 
the public.

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FAVORS CENTRAL BANK PLAN 


During his visit in Chicago recently with 
the commission of Japanese business men 
Baron E. Shibusawa, president of the First 
National Bank of Tokyo, informed the 
local bankers that he is now a convert to 
the central-bank idea. He recalled that 
when Japan sought a banking system many 
years ago to meet its commercial expan- 
sion, the national banking system of the 
United States was taken as a guide. After 
it had been in use for a considerable time it 
was found inadequate, and then the cen- 
tral-bank idea was adopted. This has been 
in use for a number of years, and, although 
Baron Shibusawa, who was president of the 
first national bank chartered and fought the 
change from the national-bank system to 
the central-bank plan, he is now satisfied 
that the change was a wise one for Japan. 





AFFIRMS MORSE SENTENCE 


The United States Court of Appeals in 
New York has affirmed the original decision 
in the case of Charles W. Morse, banker, 
which means that Morse must go to the 
Federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., and serve 
his sentence of fifteen years, unless the Su- 
preme Court intervenes. The Appellate 
Court granted Morse a stay of forty days 
‘sso that his counsel, Martin W. Littleton, 
could prepare his papers in that time in 
certiorari proceedings to be submitted to 
the Supreme Court. 

Judge Lacombe, Coxe and Noyes in their 
decision said: 

“We fully realize the consequences to the 
defendant which must follow on an affirma- 
tion of this judgment, and yet we cannot 
doubt that he was given a fair trial and 
that the verdict on the fourteen counts was 
amply sustained by the proof. No unprej- 
udiced person can read the records without 
being convinced that by the defendant’s 
procurement the bank bought its own stock 
and the stock of the American Ice Securi- 
ties Co. and that by his procurement secur- 
ing the entries in the bank’s books and in 
reports to the comptroller as to these trans- 
actions were so arranged as to conceal the 
truth and to record transactions which in 
reality never took place.” 


Charles W. Morse was indicted in March, 
1908, by the federal grand jury following 
an investigation of his operations in the af- 
fairs of the national bank of North Amer- 








ica. He was charged with misappropria- 
tion of funds and with making false en- 
tries, the indictment alleging in detail the 
misapplication of $200,000 of the bank’s 
funds on October 15, 1907, shortly prior to 
his resignation. He was convicted on four- 
teen counts on November 5, 1908, and sen- 
tenced to fifteen years in the federal prison 
at Atlanta, Ga. 





NEW YORK TAKES TALBERT 

New York has again invaded Chicago 
banking circles for an official for one of its 
banking institutions. This time it is 
Joseph T. Talbert, vice president of the 
Commercial National Bank, who goes to 
the National City Bank of New York as 
a vice president. This is the bank of which 
Frank A. Vanderlip is president and to 
which Samuel McRoberts went from Ar- 
mour & Co. as a vice president Oct. 1. The 
Talbert matter had been under considera- 
tion for six months. A premature publica- 
tion of the fact last May caused a hitch 
which delayed matters until James Still- 
man, chairman of the board of the National 
City Bank, ironed out upon his return from 
Europe. Mr. Vanderlip was a Chicagoan, 
as was John E, Gardin, another vice presi- 
dent of the National City Bank. Vice 
President John C. McKeon, of the National 
Park Bank, came from the same position in 
the Commercial National of Chicago. Mr. 
Talbert assumed his duties in the new posi- 
tion Nov. 1. Mr. Talbert, at the age of 43, 
has had a peculiarly varied and successful 
career, in banking. He began at the foot of 
the ladder. From 1886 to 1889 inclusive he 
was assistant cashier of the San Angelo 
National Bank, Texas. For the next four 
and one-half years he filled the positions, 
successively, of assistant cashier, cashier 
and vice president of the Earmers’ & Me- 
chanics’ National Bank of Fort Worth, 
Tex. Resigning the latter office in 1893, he 
was appointed national bank examiner for 
the district embracing Texas, Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Indian Territory; and the fol- 
lowing year was transferred to the Denver 
district, which included Colorado, Utah, 
Wyoming, New Mexico and Arizona. This 
was a panic period in Colorado, when so 
many Denver banks suspended, and Mr. 
Talbert became receiver of several of these 
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embarrassed instftutions. His management 
of their affairs added greatly to his repu- 
tation in banking circles. His next field 
of activity was as national bank examiner 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul; and in 1896 
he was sent by the government to Chicago 
to take charge of the failed National Bank 
of Illinois, succeeding John C. McKeon as 
receiver. President Eckels, of the Commer- 
cial National ,Bank of Chicago, recognizing 
Mr. Talbert’s ability, offered him the cash- 
iership of his bank in Dec., 1897; and in 
1904 he was made first vice president. For 
the past two years he has also been presi- 
dent of the Chicago clearing house. 





RALPH VAN VECHTEN NAMED 


At a meeting of the directors of the Com- 
mercial National Bank, the resignation of 
Joseph T. Talbert, senior vice president, was 
accepted, to take effect Oct. 30, when he 
will assume the duties of vice president of 
the National City Bank of New York. Mr. 
Talbert retains his holdings of stock in 
the Commercial National and will remain on 
its board of directors. Ralph Van Vechten, 
for years second vice president, succeeds 
Mr. Talbert in authority, and John C. 
Craft, formerly vice president of the Bank. 
ers’ National, moves up in order after Mr. 
Van Vechten. W. T. Bruckner, long with 
the bank, moves up from assistant to the 
vice presidents to a vice presidency next to 
Mr. Craft. 

Mr. Van Vechten was born in Michigan, 
and while still a boy moved to Cedar Rap- 
ids, Iowa, with his parents. Here he soon 
entered the banking business in the service 
of the Cedar Rapids National Bank, in 
which he rose to the position of vice presi- 
dent. This office he relinquished about six 
years ago to come to the Commercial Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago. Mr. Van Vechten 
has long been active in the affairs of the 
American Bankers’ Association, and several 
years ago served in the capacity of treas- 
urer of the association; he is now a mem- 
ber of the executive council. He was also 
prominent in the Iowa Bankers’ Association 
when in Cedar Rapids.

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OUR NEW JU. S. TREASURER 


Lee McClung, treasurer of Yale Univer- 
sity, and formerly connected with the 
Southern Railway and the St. Paul & Du- 
luth Railway, has been appointed to suc- 
ceed Charles H. Treat, who resigned, as 
United States treasurer. Mr. McClung is 
39 years old. In speaking of the office and 
appointment, the Wall Street Journal says: 


“In view of the early change of incum- 
bents in the office of treasurer of the United 
States, it would seem to Le timely to call 
attention to the duties and workings of this 
office with special regard to its relations to 
the financial community. 

“The office of treasurer in the federal 
government is one of the-five leading bu- 
reaus under the secretary of the treasury. 
These comprise the treasurer, the director 
of the mint, the comptroller of currency, 
the registrar of the treasury and the com- 
missioner of internal revenue. The mone- 
tary operations of the government are con- 
ducted through the treasurer and the nine 
sub-treasurers. 


“This bureau also deals with transac- 
tions in the public debt, with redemptions 
and loans, with measures of relief in times 
of financial disturbance, with the cash bal- 
ances to the government’s credit (including 
the gold in the treasury), with the bonds 
held as security for national banks and 
with depositaries of public funds. It is 
concerned with the quantity and condition 
of moneys in the United States and with 
the operations of the various kinds of cur- 
rency, including the distribution of funds 
required for the movement of the corps. 

“Of the several points through which the 
treasurer’s office comes in contact with the 
financial community, relief measures in 
time of panic, the stock of gold in the treas- 
ury, the change in the amount of circula- 
tion outstanding and the adaptation of cur- 
rency to the commercjal and industria 
needs of the country are pre-eminently the 
points of primary interest. In former years 
the disposition of the treasury department 
was to construe rather narrowly the rela- 
tions to the business community. More re- 
cently, however, the relations have been 
closer. This was illustrated in the panic 
of 1907, when the treasury department 
through the treasurer’s office used $37,597,- 
000 of its available resources for the relief 
of the acute stringency by increasing public 
deposits in national banks. 

“The annual recurrence of crop moving 
requirements brings to the treasury depart- 
ment requests to render assistance in the 
movement of crops. It complies now more 
or less regularly with this request by re- 
ceiving deposits of currency in New York, 
for which payments are made by wire 
through the office of the treasurer of the 
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United States at other points, in denomi- 
nations of paper currency required in the 
locality where it is to be used. 

“Apparently one of the more important 
duties of the treasurer is to keep in close 
touch with the daily developments of 
finance and commerce not only at home 
but also abroad. Any change in the pre- 

yailing rate of discount in the leading com- 
mercial centers of the country or in the 
monetary centers of Europe becomes a sig- 
nificant indicator to him of a possible ad- 
justment to be considered in the daily con- 
ferences with his official family at the close 
of business. The services of the treasurer 
consist primarily in handling the govern- 
ment’s funds, and secondarily in seeing 
that the public control of funds is not al- 
lowed to hamper the normal course of bus- 
iness. 

“The new incumbent of the office brings 
high qualifications with him. Mr. McClung 
needs them in view of the standard estab- 
lished by his predecessors, Charles H. Treat, 
and Ellis H. Roberts.” 


STATEMENT AS TO SMALL CHECKS 


In order to put a stop to the widespread 
misapprehension over the legality of mak- 
ing checks for an amount less than one 
dollar, the Treasury Department has issued 
the following statement: 


The law about which this question was 
raised was passed forty-seven years ago and 
has been in effect and enforced ever since. 
In 1862 in order to raise funds for war pur- 
poses this law was passed placing postage 
stamps in general circulation as money. It 
was important that this device should not 
be interfered with by individuals issuing 
notes or checks to be used as fractional cur 
rency. A clause was therefore inserted i in 
the law to prevent this. 

A bank cheek is an order on a banker to 
pay a particular sum of money. It is not 
designed to be put in circulation as a sub- 
stitute for money. There is no conflict 
with this ancient law in issuing checks for 
any amount however small. This has been 
the construction placed upon this law by 
the Treasury Department from the passage 
of the act in 1862 down to the present mo- 
ment.

George Paish, Editor of London Statist, and One of the Experts Sought by Monetary 
Commission, Taiks of Visit to America 


George Paish, editor of the London Sta- 
tist, and one of the greatest English au- 
thorities on money and matters financial, 
who has just arrived in this country to 
spend a few months in the study of finan- 
cial and trade conditions here, in an inter- 
view says: 

“I come to this country at this time to 
study monetary conditions, financial mat- 
ters and general commercial and trade con- 
ditions in so far as these may affect or may 
be affected by European affairs of kindred 
nature. This country has sent a monetary 
commission to visit European countries and 
to inquire into banking and financial sys- 
tems there, with a view to the adoption of 
improved banking methods and the _ possi- 
ble establishment of a central bank of is- 
sue here, whereby the periodical wild 
fluctuations in the rate of interest in times 
of money stringency may be avoided and 
whereby circulation may be controlled. I 
have met some of the members of that com- 
mission, and we have interchanged views 
on international money questions and bank- 
ing generally.” 

In reply to a number of queries Mr. 
Paish said: “The reports of the advent ot 
an era of European prosperity which you 
have been receiving from 
American tourists are correct.

We are ex- 
periencing in England a revival of business 
prosperity, and this pertains on the con- 
tinent also. In England at the present time 
manufacturing and business generally is 
held somewhat in check by reason of the 
country being on the eve of a general elec- 
tion. It is accepted as a foregone conclu- 
sion that the House of Lords will reject the 
government’s budget measure, which means 
an appeal to the country. The city of Lon- 
don seems to be in favor of the Lord’s re- 
jection of Lloyd-George’s budget measure, 
and it is generally believed that the Lords 
will strike it out. The Liberals also seem 
to desire a general election because they 
believe that they will be returned to power 
with a vastly increased majority. 

“EG, is true that there is a vast 
amount of British money being invested in 
American securities, possibly partly on ac- 
count of the heavy income tax which does 


also 
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not have to be paid if the income from such 
investments: is not withdrawn from this 
country, but left on balance here. Estate 
and succession duties in England are also 
very heavy. ‘Estate duties run from 1% 
on £100 to £500 to 15% on a million 
pounds or over. Whatever be the con- 
trolling reasons, it is true that the amount 
of British capital now being invested in 
American securities is greater than eve 
before, and this will go on increasing as 
British confidence in the United States and 
her financial condition is fully restored.” 
The money question being of paramount 
importance at the present time, prompted 
by and owing to the advance to a rate of 
6% for call loans Tuesday, Mr. Paish was 
asked for his views regarding the immedi- 
ate future

“The value of money in London will be 
largely controlled from New York. If 
America does need to obtain gold from Eu- 
rope, the supply of gold will be sufficient 
for all requirements, and an advance in the 
Bank of England rate may be averted. 

“Having regard to the condition of the 
New York banks, the smallness of their sur- 
plus reserves and the withdrawals of cash 
from New York to the interior which usu- 
ally continue until November, London ex- 
pects that New York will require to import 
gold. London knows that the trade bal- 
ance is not favorable to the United States 
at this time, but expects New York to ex- 
perience little difficulty in borrowing addi- 
tional funds, and in this manner obtaining 
the credits with which to buy the gold it 
may need. Of course a demand for gold by 
the United States at the moment that gold 
is also in demand for Egypt, for Russia and 
for South America would cause the dis- 
count rate in London to advance to a higher 
figure and would probably result in an ad- 
vance of the Bank of England rate to 312% 
and possibly to 4%. Such a rate would be 
a high one in comparison with that current 
in France, and would probably induce 
French bankers who are flush of money to 
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take British sterling bills much more freely, 
and in this way credits would be created in 
Paris sufficiently large to permit of the de- 
mand for gold on Russian account to be 
supplied from Paris. 

“The fact that the supplies of new gold 
arriving in the London market from South 
Africa and elsewhere, amount to about 
£4,000,000 per month, the diversion of the 
demand for gold for Russia from London 
to Paris, would enable England to supply 
the gold which may be needed by the United 
States. The Bank of England will be able 
to spare several millions of gold should 
this be necessary to meet the demand. 

“It should, however, be realized in New 
York that the Bank of England has not an 
unlimited stock of gold available for ex- 
port, and that it will be desirable for the 
United States to keep its requirements 
within a reasonable compass in order that 
the international money markets may not 






Oklahoma’s Experiences 


Developments in Oklahoma under the 
guaranty law indicate that the real period 
of test has not arrived and that the failure 
of the Columbia Bank & Trust Company of 
Oklahoma City is simply an incident. If 
it were possible to get at all the facts con- 
nected with that failure without bias for 
or against the guaranty system it might be 
that some valuable data might be secured, 
but instead of a banking question it is 
now a political issue. While the bank has 
been paying depositors, it has been doing so 
out of the guaranty fund and to do so it 
was necessary to call upon the other banks 
of Oklahoma who do not show that alacrity 
in paying up which Governor Haskell would 
doubtless like. 

In discussing this failure the Wall Street 
Journal says: 


‘As has been said before the guarantee of 
bank deposits is either a premium on 
bad or a humbug. In Oklahoma it is 
a premium on bad banking. The sus- 
pended institution actually had on de- 
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be unduly disturbed. However, not muck 
difficulty should be experienced in obtain- 
ing £4,000,000 or £5,000,000 from London 
should such amount be necessary. 

“Tt is evident that if the usual amount 
of cash be withdrawn from New York for 
the interior this fall, two things may occur, 
First, New York bankers may endeavor to 
meet the demand for cash by diminishing 
their loans, and thereby reducing their de- 
posits, thus setting free a pro rata amount 
of cash held against the deposits. Second, 
this operation may cause the value of 
money to advance in New York, to a figure 
which will be attractive to lenders in Eu- 
rope, and that loans of money from Europe 
may enable gold to be imported to the ex- 
tent necessary to prevent really dear money 
here.” 

Mr. Paish says he will travel extensively 
in this country, and will not return to Eng- 
land until about Christmas. 





posit one-sixth of the guarantee fund. 
In other words, if five more banks sus- 
pended payment, the fund would be ex- 
hausted, and it would be necessary for the 
other banks of Oklahoma to subscribe the 
full amount of their deposits. It is to be 
hoped that no serious crisis will develop 
now, but sooner or later the system will 
have its logical result. It will close the 
doors of every ‘guaranteed’ bank in the 
state. 

“Advocates of deposit guarantee have 
never shown that they understood the es- 
sential difference between a commercial 
bank and a savings bank. Something might 
be said for guaranteeing the deposits in the 
latter, although a bank which needs a 
guarantee has no title to be in business at 
all. Guaranteeing deposits in a commercial 
bank is a premium on crooked finance, as 
Oklahoma is likely to find out. A dishonest 
director, exercising the necessary power on 
the finance committee, could discount his 
worthless note of hand, maturing a year 
ahead, with his bank, credit his deposit ac- 
count with the amount, suspend the bank, 
and receive in full the amount of his ficti- 
tious deposit from the other banks. 

“Weak banks have no right to exist at 
all. The Oklahoma guarantee not only en- 








courages their existence, but does its best 
to reduce strong and well-managed banks 
to the same dangerous level.” 

But the real test of the guaranty plan 
will come when Oklahoma experiences a 
crop failure, and a financial depression with 
the attendant disturbances in the financial 
world. It is one thing to rehabilitate a 
weak bank when backed by a governor and 
a state administration whose pet political 
hobby is in danger and it is quite another 
to attempt to check a panic when a number 
of overextended banks are tottering. Would 
it not be better if the banking department 
instead of encouraging the establishment 
and continuation of weak banks devoted its 
energy toward holding reckless banking in 
check ? 

It is reported that the plans for reopen- 
ing the Columbia Bank & Trust Co. of Ok- 
lahoma City, Okla., under the control of 
President W. L. Norton, have fallen through, 
and that the liquidation of the institution 
has been decided upon. The company’s as- 
sets and liabilities remain in the possession 
of the state banking board, which assumed 
charge of its affairs on Sept. 28. A new 
bank, which will occupy the quarters of the 
closed institution, has been chartered un- 
der the name of the Central State Bank, 
with $100,000 capital, the amount, it is 
announced, to be increased later to $200,- 
000. The bank, it is said, will take over 
some of the securities of the late Columbia 
Bank & Trust Co. The special assessment 
of %4 of 1 per cent levied on the state bank- 
ing institutions to reimburse the guaranty 
fund depleted through the closing of the 
Columbia will place at the state’s disposal 
approximately $300,000. The amount of 
the fund, when the Columbia Trust & 
Banking Co. passed into the hands of the 
commissioner, is reported unofficially to 
have been $380,000, the 1-5 of 1 per cent 
assessment regularly due on October 1 in- 
creasing it to $440,000. The deposits of the 
closed institution were reported on Septem- 
ber 1 as $2,806,009. A statement with re- 
gard to the condition of the institutions in 
Oklahoma was issued by Governor Haskell 
as follows: 

“The quarterly statement of the Okla- 
homa state banks, taken in September, just 


out this morning, shows total deposits of 
$44,777,259. This is a gain over last June’s 
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statement of $2,054,331. 


Total cash on 
hand at the September statement is $19,- 
942,421, being equal to 44142% of the total 
deposits represented by the cash on hand. 
This is an excellent statement and shows 
the remarkable gain of over $2,000,000 dur- 
ing the last quarter.” 


Hits Nebraska Guaranty 


Judge Munger, of the federal court at 
Lincoln, October 16, handed down an opin- 
ion on the Nebraska bank guaranty law, 
passed by the legislature last winter, hold- 
ing it void and unconstitutional. The court 
holds that the act of the legislature in- 
fringes upon the due process of law clause 
of the constitution in that it attempts to 
force solvent banks to pay the losses of in- 
solvent concerns. 

The court also finds that another feature 
of the act permits only corporations to form 
banking institutions. This exclusion of the 
individual and the further fact that this 
was a phase of the question that operated 
as an inducement of the legislature to pass 
the law is held to make the law unconsti- 
tutional. 

Last summer the federal court granted 
a restraining order preventing the state 
banking board from putting the law into 
effect. By the decision of the court this 
order is made permanent. 

Soon after the passage of the bill there 
was a scurrying among the state banks to 
nationalize and get away from the opera- 
tion of the law, as it was intended only to 
apply to state and private banks. A dozen 
or more nationalized, among the largest of 
which was the City Savings and the Bran- 
dies banks of Omaha and the Grand Island 
Banking Company of Grand Island. 

A synopsis of the decision follows: 


The Nebraska act of March 25, 1909 
(laws Nebraska, 1909, chapter 10, page 68), 
which prohibits individuals from engaging 
in the banking business unless they do so 
through the agency of a corporation, and 
which also conditions the right to engage 
in that business in that form upon the mak- 
ing of enforced contributions from time to 
time to a depositors’ guaranty fund to be 
employed in the payment of the claims of 
depositors of any bank which shall become 
insolvent, is in conflict with section 1 of the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitution 
of the United States. 

This section provides: “No state shall 
make or enforce any law which shall abridge 
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the privileges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States; nor shall any state de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or property 
without due process of law,” and is in con- 
flict with section 3 of article 1 of the con- 
stitution of Nebraska, which declares: “No 
person shall be deprived of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law,” and 
therefore is void. 

2. Same void provision, when induce- 
ment to passage of act, renders entire act 
invalid. 

The provisions of the Nebraska act of 
March 25, 1909, supra, which prohibit indi- 
viduals from engaging in the banking busi- 
ness, unless they do so through the agency 
of a corporation and also condition the right 
to engage in that business in that form upon 
the making of enforced contributions from 
time to time to a depositors’ guaranty fund 
to be employed in the payment of the claims 
of depositors of any bank which shall be- 
come insolvent were the inducement to the 
passage of that act, and those provisions, so 
coupled together, are void, the entire act is 
thereby rendered invalid. 


Texas Bank Guaranty Plan 

The majority of the Texas banking in- 
stitutions have decided to operate under 
the assessment plan of deposit guaranty, 
less than fifty, it is understood, having sig- 
nified their intention of protecting their 
deposits under the bond plan of guaranty. 
The two forms are provided for, it will be 
recalled, under the law passed by the leg- 
islature in May, and although it does not 
become operative until January 1 next, the 
institutions were required to determine by 
the 1st inst. which of the plans they would 
accept. State Bank Commissioner Love 
recently made the following statement with 
reference to the status of the fund on the 
date it will become operative: 

“From the returns received it is now 
an assured fact that there will be at least 
455 state banks in the guaranty-fund sys- 
tem, which will be in operation on and 
after Jan. 1, 1910. From the capital, sur- 
plus and deposits of these banks, as shown 
by the records of this department, it can be 
safely estimated that the guaranty fund 
will amount on Jan. 1, 1910, to at least 
$500,000, of which $125,000 will be depos- 
ited in cash with the state treasury and the 
remaining $375,000 will be deposited with 
banks comprising the guaranty-fund sys- 
tem pro rata as a demand deposit subject 
to check upon the order of the state bank- 
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ing board. In addition to this cash fund of 
$500,000 under the law, the board will have 
the right to make assessments, in case they 
should become necessary to pay depositors 
in a bank closed, not exceeding 2% of the 
deposits in any one year in the estimated 
amount of $1,000,000. 

“In this way, on and after Jan. 1 there 
will be subject to the call of the state 
banking board, to meet the claims of non- 
interest-bearing and unsecured depositors 
in guaranty-fund banks which may be 
closed, altogether the sum of $1,500,000 for 
the year 1910. 

“During the forty-one years’ experience 
of the national banks of Texas the average 
annual loss to depositors in closed national 
banks has been $31,857, and the highest loss 
sustained by depositors in closed banks 
during any one year was $395,432. The 
average annual amount of claims proven 
against closed national banks has_ been 
$78,408 and the highest amount of claims 
proven during any one year has _ been 
$787,465. 

“Therefore, for any non-interest-bearing 
and unsecured depositor in a guaranty-fund 
state bank to suffer any loss on account of 
the closing of the bank, it will be necessary 
for the loss to all such depositors in all 
guaranty-fund banks during the year to ex- 
ceed by forty-seven times the average an- 
nual loss of depositors in Texas national 


. banks. and to exceed by three and eight- 


tenths times the highest amounts of loss 
sustained by depositors and creditors of all 
kinds in closed national banks during any 
one year in the history of the national 
banking system in the state. 

“The depositors in bond-security banks 
will be protected by an indemnity bond 
equal to the amount of the capital stock of 
a bank, unless the deposits of a bank shall 
exceed six times the amount of its capital 
and surplus, in which case it will be re- 
quired to give an additional bond covering 
the excess of its deposits above six times 
the amount of its capital and surplus.” 


Enjoins Operation of Kansas Law 

On the application of Frank S. Larabee, 
a minority stockholder of the State Ex- 
change Bank of Hutchinson, Kas., Federal 
Judge Pollock in Kansas City, Kas., granted 
an injunction against Bank Commissioner 
Dolley and State Treasurer Tulley restrain- 
the Kansas deposit guaranty law. This 
case is one of three applications filed in 
the Federal court in Kansas City. Kas., 
to enjoin the officers of the state from en- 
forcing the guaranty law and to test its 
constitutionality. The other two actions 
were brought upon behalf of 150 National 
banks in the state and forty state banks. 









Illinois Bankers Meet 


At the annual meeting of the [Illinois 
Bankers’ Association at Decatur, October 
12 and 13, the discussion of the central 
bank developed the fact that there is quite 
a strong opposition to the idea among Illi- 
nois bankers. There was a strong opposi- 
tion against bank deposit guaranty and 
postal savings banks. President James Me- 
Kinney, of Aledo, Illinois, touched on these 
subjects. Logan C. Murray, president of 
the American National Bank of Louisville, 
declared that the idea of guaranteeing de- 
posits was an insult to the intelligence of 
the people. 

George T. Buckingham of Chicago argued 
against a central bank. “If in 1836 a bank 
of $35,000,000 capital, and with the relative- 
ly small amount of commerce that then 
existed, actually became such a factory of 
political affairs as to menace the proper 
balance of the government,” he said, “what 
could a bank with the tremendous powers 
of twentieth century conditions now do? 
I am aware that the central banking insti- 
tution has the indorsement of some of the 
best-informed bankers and of some of the 
best economic thinkers in the country. 
Great as is my respect for their opinion, I 
fancy that the impression of the mass of 
our people will be against it.” He declared 
that the present theory of successful bank- 
ing is the investment of funds in the com- 
munity where they originated. This ten- 
dency, he asserted, the proposed central 
bank would reverse, first feeding the finan- 
cial centers in times of stringency and fur- 
nishing only the surplus to the rural com- 


munities. Mr. Buckingham also spoke 
strongly in favor of the proposed deep 
waterway. °

He served 
many years with the National Bank of the 
Republic and was asst. cashier at the time 
he resigned. 


Roberts Talks in Kentucky 


Before the Kentucky Bankers’ Association 
last month George E. Roberts, president of 
the Commercial National Bank of Chicago, 
pointed out some of the weak features of 
the present system and urged a central 
bank. Among the things he said: 

“In this country the competition between 
the individual banks is so sharp, we pay 
so much interest on deposits, and the pres- 
sure of expense is so great, that the banks 
are practically compelled to keep loaned 
up close to the legal limit all the time. 
There is encouragement to the expansion of 
loans, so long as borrowers are in good 
credit and the banks have money to lend. 
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The result is that we never have any sur- 
plus reserves in this country worth men- 
tioning. This difference between conditions 
here and abroad is vital, and I want to 
make it clear. 

“The Bank of France, with an outstand- 
ing circulation in francs equivalent to $1,- 
000,000,000 of our money, is running to- 
day with a cash reserve of between 75 and 
80 per cent of all its liabilities, including 
circulation and both public and private de- 
posits. It carries the strongest reserve in 
the world, but the Bank of England is run- 
ning with a reserve of about 50 per cent 
and the Bank of Germany about the same. 
Those banks carry the final banking reserves 
for those countries. 

“In this country the national banks of 
the three central reserve cities—New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis—carry the final re- 
serves for the national banking system. 
They are required by law to keep a cash 
reserve of 25 per cent against all deposits, 
and are forbidden to make any loans after 
their reserves fall below that figure. That 
is the law. 

“Now these are considered comparatively 
easy times in financial circles, and how 
much surplus reserve do you suppose these 
banks now have above the legal require- 
ment? At the date of the Comptroller’s 
last call, New York held 25.83 per cent, 
Chicago 24.3 per cent, and St. Louis 24.72 
per cent, and the average for the three 
cities was 25.40 per cent. 


“These figures show that these banks, 
which hold the final reserves for the entire 
system, have practically no surplus reserves 
now. Their loans to-day are higher than 
they were at the height of the boom before 
the panic, and their reserves are lower now 
than they were at the date of the last 
statement before the panic. The reserves 
at that time, August 22, 1907, were as fol- 
lows: New York, 26.81; Chicago, 25.34; 
St. Louis, 23.59; average for the three cities, 
26.18, as against 25.40 September 1, 1909. 

“We are working up to the limit of our 
banking reserves all the time. We have no 
margin to go on. Now, I don’t say this to 
criticise the bankers of the central reserve 
cities. I am one of them, but if you were 
to remove every national bank official in 
the three cities to-morrow and replace them 
with new men the situation would remain 
the same. The national banks of those 
cities are doing business on a narrow mar- 
gin of profit, under enormous expenses and 
in sharp competition not only with each 
other and with the state banks and trust 
companies of those cities, but with a score 
of rival cities, and conditions are largely 
beyond their control. 

“On the other hand, in other countries the 
responsibility for maintaining adequate re- 
serves is definitely fixed on these great cen- 
tral institutions and they are given special 
powers to deal with the task. They have 
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a field and functions of their own, and they 
are not run with a view to the largest 
profits, but to protect and safeguard the 


general situation. The Bank of France, 
with a thousand millions of its notes out- 
standing and a reserve of 75 per cent, is in 
position to double its note circulation, if 
there is occasion to do so, and in this power 
lies its ability to protect the financial situa- 
tion of France. 

“We have in the vaults of the United 
States Treasury now the greatest gold re- 
serve in the world, which might serve as 
the basis of an institution greater than the 
Bank of France. The Treasury statement 
for October 1 shows gold coin $864,162,869 
held as a reserve against exactly the same 
amount of certificates. The issue of gold 
certificates is absolutely inflexible; they are 
simply warehouse receipts. It is the great- 
est and most ineffective gold reserve in the 
world.” 


Urge Study of Monetary Report 

In a letter to President Ledyard Cogs- 
well, of the New York State Bankers’ As- 
sociation, James G. Cannon, vice president 
of the Fourth National Bank of New York 
City, urges the importance of the proper 
study of the forthcoming report of the 
monetary commission and suggests that a 
special convention be called for the pur- 
pose, if necessary. Mr. Cannon’s letter, 
which is self-explanatory, is as follows: 

“Within the next year the bankers, as 
well as all other citizens of this country, 
will be called upon to pass deliberate judg- 
ment upon the report of the national mone- 
tary commission, and especially upon that 
portion of it relating to the establishment 
of a central bank. 

“TI believe the time has arrived when the 
bankers of the country as a whole should, 
by a carefully selected body of their own 
members, prepare to give this subject of 
the currency that attention to which it is 
entitled, and to that end I desire to make 
the following suggestion to yourself, as 
president of the New York State Bankers’ 
Association: 

“That this association take the lead in 
asking all of the other state associations to 
join with it in a general movement for the 
study of the report of the national mone- 
tary commission and that the following 
method be pursued: 

“That at the next convention or at a spe- 
cial convention to be called for that pur- 
pose, there be elected by the association one 
delegate from each assmbly district of this 
state (one hundred and fourteen men in all) 
to attend a convention of delegates chosen 
in like manner by the associations of the 
other states and territories of the United 











States, whose sole purpose shall be to dis- 
cuss the work and recommendations of the 
said commission: 

“That said convention be held in Wash- 
ington and that the delegates should re- 
main in session for as many days as neces- 
sary; that entertainment of all kinds be 
declined and that the delegates sent there 
give their entire time and attention to 
an exhaustive and thorough consideration 
of the commission’s report. 

“By pursuing a method of this kind, a 
selected company of the best bankers of

Dividends at the rate of 
16 per cent per year are paid on the capital, 
which is about 414 per cent on the capital, 
surplus and profits. : 


The Commercial Bank & Trust Co. of 
Dallas, Tex., in September decided to liqui- 
date its business in preference to operating 
under the guaranty systems. It has a cap- 
ital of $150,000 and deposits of about 
$175,000. The Texas Bank & Trust Co. is 
the only institution in Beaumont, it is 
stated, amenable to the law, all the other 
financial institutions being national banks. 
The Park Bank & Trust Co. of that city is 
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the country, from all sections, would be 
able to give time and attention to a subject 
very vital to their welfare. It should be 
understood that the expenses of each dele- 
gate are to be paid by the institution he 
represents, but the New York State Bank- 
ers’ Association could well afford to make 
an appropriation of enough to cover the 
initial expense of calling the convention 
and such preliminary expenses as may be 
necessary and a small amount from the 
other associations would cover all the ex- 
penses of the convention.”

The enlarged capital of $3,000,000 of the 
Bankers’ Trust Co. of New York became op- 
erative on Oct. 1. The issuance of new 
stock by the company, by which the capital 
is raised from $1,000.000 to $3,000,000, has 
previously been alluded to in these columns, 
Since the company began business on March 
30, 1903 it has grown to an institution with 
deposits of very nearly $45,000,000. Through 
the arrangements connected with the in- 
crease in capital, surplus and profits are 
raised to $6,000,000. 


John R. Walsh, former president of the 
failed Chicago National Bank of Chicago, 
will probably have to serve his sentence of 
five years in the Federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kan. A decision handed 
down by the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals sustains that sentence. Immedi- 
ately after the decision John S. Miller, rep- 
resenting the former banker, announced 
that an appeal would be taken to the United 
States Supreme Court, the only tribunal 
that now stands between Walsh and prison 
if he lives. Walsh was convicted of the 
misapplication of the funds of the Chicago 
National Bank and it was sought to show 
in the appeal just denied that he was en- 
tirely innocent of wrong intent, but sought 
rather to save certain properties in which 
he was interested and which would eventu- 
ally prove of great value to his bank. 
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The first influx of gold mine operators 
who annually arrive in Seattle from Alaska 
for the winter, give the first authentic news 
of the gold output of the year at Nome and 
Fairbanks. Figures compiled by W. H. Pear- 
sons, a Fairbank banker, place the output 
of the Tanana Valley at $11,000,000. Nome 
bankers have already received and shipped 
$4,000,000 of treasure. The Tanana output 
is $3,000,000 greater than last year, while 
the receipts at Nome are nearly $1,000.000 
less than for 1908. 

Directors of the First National Bank of 
Chicago have decided to submit te the share- 
holders at their annual meeting in January a 
proposition to increase the capital stock 
of the bank from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, 
the 20,000 shares thus to be issued to be 
offered to the present shareholders at $200 
ashare. Similar action was taken by the 
directors of the First Trust and Savings 
Bank, which institution is owned by the 
shareholders of the First National Bank. It 
is proposed to increase its capital $500,000 
out of accumulated earnings, so that the First 
Trust’s capital will be $2,500,000 and the 
surplus $2,500,000, making the combined 
capital and surplus of the two banks $25,- 
000,000. 

The Illinois Trust and Savings Bank has 
issued a unique booklet calling attention 
to the remarkable progress of the bank. 
The flap of the booklet is in the form of a 
depositors’ account book, folding over a 
design representing the portico of the bank 
building, with the familiar quotation “The 
bank behind the book.” The Illinois Trust 
was organized in 1873 with a capital stock 
of $500,000, and since the beginning the 
growth of the institution has been steady 
and continuous. Officials and directors of 
the bank take particular pride in the fact 
that this growth has been independent and 
individual, involving no consolidation of any 
character with any other financial institu- 
tion. Contrasted with the original capital 
stock of $500,000 the present capital stock 
of $5,000,000, all paid in, and the surplus is 
$8,300,000, all earned. The deposits now 
total $86,846,875, contrasted with $350,445 
when the bank made its first statement. 
Loans and discounts are now $54,711,619, 
compared with $508,468 in 1874, and cash 
and exchange $25,182,839, whereas in 1874 
they amounted to $63,326. 






The depositors of the Capitol National 


Bank of Guthrie, Okla., which failed in 
April, 1904, are said to have thus far re- 
ceived a total of 65 per cent of their claims 
as the result of a recent dividend. 


Chicago bank clearings on Wednesday, 
October 13, were the largest on record for 
a single day’s transactions, reaching the 
total of $72,068,929. Balances for the day 
were $2,221,034. The record made in clear- 
ings was due in part to the fact that Oc- 
tober 12 was a bank holiday, yet records 
made heretofore have been under similar 
circumstances. 

Harvey J. Hollister, vice president of the 
Old National Bank of Grand Rapids, died 
on September 24. Mr. Hollister was born 
in New Romeo, Mich., seventy-nine years 
ago. He had been identified with the bank- 
ing interests of Grand Rapids for fifty- 
seven years and had been affiliated with the 
Old National and its predecessor for the 
greater part of that time. He was also one 
of the founders and a director of the Mich- 
igan Trust Co. of Grand Rapids and a direc- 
tor of the Grand Rapids & Indiana R. R. A 
son, Clay H. Hollister, is cashier of the Old 
National Bank. 

The loans and discounts for the national 
banks of the United States reached $5,128,- 
882,351, according to the comptrollers fig- 
ures based on Sept. 1 reports. United States 
bonds to secure circulation, $668,660,170; 
bonds, securities, ete., $898,388,543; due 
from National banks, state banks and bank- 
ers and approved reserve agents, $1,227,- 
241,289. The lawful money reserve in bank 
reached $854,091,857. The five per cent re- 
demption fund with the Treasury amounted 
to $32,488,612. On the score of liabilities, 
the banks had a paid in capital stock of 
$944,642,067, a surplus fund of $597,981,876 
and undivided profits, less expenses and 
taxes paid of $203,756,438. There were 
$658,040,356 of National bank notes out- 
standing and an aggregate of $2,018,813,- 
727 was due other National banks, state 
banks and bankers, trust companies and 
savings banks and approved reserve agents. 
There were unpaid dividends of $2,157,904. 
The individual deposits footed up $5,009,- 
893,080. 
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The Fulton National Bank is the name 
of a projected Atlanta, Ga., institution, the 
application to organize which was approved 
recently. The capital will be not less than 
$300,000 nor more than $500,000.

of the Exchange National Bank of Pittsburg, 
Mr. Singer takes the place of his father on 
the board, and is widely known, having 
important interests in the steel industries, 


Since January 29 last the Citizens’ & 
Southern Bank of Savannah, Ga., has 
gained over $1,000,000 in deposits, the 
amount having increased from $6,023,803 
on that date to $7,381,434 on September 24, 
The growth in total resources has been 
from $7,490,202 to $8,903,990. The institu- 
tion has a capital of $700,000 and surplus 
and net profits of $821,713. 


At a regular meeting of the board of 
directors of the First National Bank of 
Zelienople, Pa., held at its banking rooms, 
October 4, Henry Kloffenstein, who has 
served as assistant cashier since the organ- 
ization of this bank, was appointed cashier 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation 
of W. H. Gelbach. Mr. Gelbach has served 


the bank since its organization and now re- 
tires. 


An application to organize the National 
Security Bank of New York was lately ap- 
proved by the comptroller. The application 
was made by Warren B. Hutchinson, attor- 
ney, W. A. Harder, Fred L. Kane, J. H. 
Wright and C. A. Bruns, president of the 
Stapleton National Bank and trustee of the 
Staten Island Savings Bank. The capital 
of the new institution is to be $500,000, and 
the bank will probably be located in the 

_ down-town financial district. 
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F. E. Hanscome, cashier of the wrecked 
First National Bank of Mineral Point, Wis., 
committed suicide as a result of worry over 
the bank’s failure which occurred October 
11, with a shortage of nearly $400,000, due 
it is claimed, to the misuse of funds. It is 
alleged that Philip Allen, vice president of 
the bank, contributed largely to the failure. 

A new financial undertaking, the Drovers’ 
National Bank, is about to be launched in 
Kansas City, Mo. The new bank is being 
organized with $200,000 capital and $20,- 
000 surplus. Its projectors are I. W. Avitt, 
Thomas G. Hutt, Robert E. Booth, G. M. 


Smith and George E. Ricker. The offices of . 


the institution will be at Sixteenth and 
Genesee streets. 


William M. Kingsley has been elected 
first vice president of the United States 
Trust Co, New York City, succeeding the 
late John Crosby Brown. Mr. Kingsley has 
heretofore been second vice president. The 
position of vice president was formerly an 
honorary office, but with Mr. Kingsley’s 
election to it he will continue to be one of 
the company’s active executives. 

George Wilder, a vice president of the 
Central Bank of Rochester, N. Y., died sud- 
denly on October 13. Mr. Wilder was born 
in 1864. Shortly after his graduation in 
1885 from the University of Rochester he 
entered the employ of the Traders’ National 
Bank and in 1888 became cashier of the 
Central Bank, his promotion to the vice 
presidency of that institution occurring four 
years later. 


James P. Taylor, president of the Char- 
ter Oak National Bank of Hartford, Conn., 
died Oct. 10, at the age of seventy years. 
He entered the employ of the bank while in 
his teens, remaining there until 1864. He 
returned to the bank in 1878, having in the 
meantime been connected with banks in 
Chicago and New York. In 1879 he became 
cashier of the Charter Oak National Bank, 
and succeeded to the presidency in 1893 
upon the death of J. F. Morris. Mr. Taylor 
was also a trustee of the Society for Sav- 
ings of Hartford and a director of the Na- 
tional Fire Insurance Co. 
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Eugene R. Wiltbank, former note clerk 
of the Second National Bank of Atlantic 
City, N. J., pleaded guilty in the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court to an indictment charging the 
embezzlement of $7,710 of the bank’s funds, 
His arrest occurred last july. 

State Banking Commissioner Zimmer. 
man of Michigan, has appointed John D, 
Morton state bank examiner. Mr. Morton 
stepped into the examinership from the 
Jackson City Bank, in which he was assist- 
ant cashier, going to that bank from the 
Grand Rapids National where he had served 
sixteen years. 

The National Bank of the Pacific at San 
Francisco, Cal. was placed in voluntary liqui- 
dation on October 1, its business having 
been consolidated with that of the Western 
National Bank, the merger becoming effect- 
ive on the date mentioned. The Pacific Na- 
tional, capital $300,000, was organized in 
1905. M. J. Hynes, its cashier, will be iden- 
tified with the Western National as vice 
president. 

As a convention souvenir the Central 
Trust Company of Chicago, sent copies of 
the Fine Arts Journal, containing reproduc- 
tions of the beautiful pictures which adorn 
the walls of that institution, to all visiting 
delegates who registered. This was done 
immediately after the convention and the 
value of the scheme was attested by the 
many complimentary letters that 
poured into the bank ever since.

An important change in the banking firm 
of N. W. Harris & Co. of New York and 
Boston was announced last month. The 
general partnership was increased from sev- 
en to twelve members with the admission 
as partners of Lloyd W. Smith, Everett B. 
Sweezy and Charles W. Beall of the New 
York office and Albert H. Beck and John 
R. Macomber of the Boston office. All of 
the five new members are department ex- 
ecutives and four of them have been in the 
service of the firm from ten to twenty-one 
years. This well known banking concern 


was founded in 1882 by N. W. Harris, the 
senior partner, who is also president of the 
Harris Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago. 















Eliot Wadsworth, a member of the firm 
of Stone & Webster, has been elected a di- 
rector of the City Trust Co., of Boston. 


The proposition to increase the capital of 
the German Savings & Deposit Bank of 
Pittsburgh from $100,000 to $200,000 was 
ratified by the shareholders on September 
29. 


stockholders of the Washington 
Trust Company of Spokane have approved 
a proposition to increase the capital from 
$100,000 to $200,000. A 25 per cent divi- 
dend, to be paid out of surplus, will pro- 
vide for the partial payment of the new 
stock. The issue will be disposed of at

E. T. Larson, ex-cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Ironwood, Mich., which 
failed on June 21, was sentenced to seven 
years in the Detroit House of Correction. 
He is said to have pleaded guilty to six of 
eight counts in an indictment charging em- 
bezzlement, misapplication of funds and the 
making of false entries. The president of 
the institution, H. F. Jahn, who was also 
to have been tried on charges following the 
failure, committed suicide on September 4. 


The Continental National of Inianapolis, 
which opened for business Sept. 15 with a 
capital of $400,000, has exceeded the expec- 
tations of the officers in the volume of 
business. George F. Quick, the president, 
was formerly with the Anderson (Ind.), 
Banking Co.; Mord Carter, the vice presi- 
dent, was formerly: president of the First 
National of Danville, Ind.; Brandt C. Dow- 
ney, cashier, was at one time assistant cash- 
ier of the American National of Indian- 
apolis, and A. H. Taylor, the assistant cash- 
ier, was formerly with the Fletcher 
National of Indianapolis. 
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George C. Rankin, receiver of the defunct 
First National of Topeka, Kas., has an- 
nounced the payment of the final dividend 
very shortly. This dividend will only be 
1-45 of 1 per cent., making a total paid to 
depositors of 82 1-45 per cent. The failure 
of the bank preceded the death of C. J. 
Devlin only a short time. 





The Northwestern National of Minne- 


apolis, has arranged with the Minnesota 
Loan & Trust Co., of Minneapolis, whereby 


there will be a joint ownership of stock of 
the two institutions and the two will work 
in harmony. Each will retain the same set 
of officers as before. The Northwestern Na- 
tional has also arranged to buy the bank 
and office building of the National Bank of 
Commerce, which adjoins its own building, 
paying $275,000. 

Robert N. Harper, who was chiefly instru- 
mental in.organizing the new District Na- 
tional Bank of Washington, D. C., has been 
chosen president of the institution. The 
other officials are J. Miller Kenyon, Henry 
B. F. Macfarland and W. S. Hoge, vice presi- 
dents; J. Castle Ridgway, cashier, and Wil- 
liam Poole and Theodore S. Mason, assist- 
ant cashiers. The bank will locate in the 
quarters occupied by the bank of Harper 
& Co., which has been in operation since 
early the present year, and the business of 
which will be merged with the new insti- 
tution.
